The intense, highly focused energy of Va'ad meetings 
always gives me_ headaches. The July meeting was 
especially bad for me, because it was the first time, as 
co-leader, that 1 facilitated the activity of the 
Opinionated and independent Va'ad. Lying in bed that 
night, my head still throbbing, I mulled over the 
meeting, thinking about which parts had gone smoothly and 
which had not, and about all the items which I had to 
follow up on. I thought back glumly to the idealism 
expressed in my initial article as co-leader in last 
month's Gaily Forward as I remembered that the newsletter 
deadline was two days away. How in the world had Daniel 
managed to find inspirational topics to write about every 
month for so long? What did I possibly have to say that 
I hadn't already said a number of times in’ sermons or 
articles in the Forward? 
I finally decided that Scarlett O'Hara had the right 
aidea -- tomorrow would be another day. As usual, when- 
@v-r I decide that I'm going to make a concerted effort 
“to go to sleep, my mind becomes crowded with shopping 
list items, trivia, and everything besides the sheep I'm 
trying to .count. One of the things which intruded at 


that point was a song whose words are taken from the 
Torah: "How goodly is our lot, how beautiful our 
heritage." | 

That afternoon at the Va'ad meeting, we heard of the 
plight of the gay and lesbian Cuban refugees who would be 
arriving in San Francisco in a matter of days. After the 
meeting, a few of us chatted informally about being gay 
in San Francisco and how different it is from being gay 
in the East. As I thought about the day's events in the 
context of the song, the frustration and exhaustion | 
felt were put into perspective. How blessed we are with 
freedom, compared not only to our gay and _ 4tlesbian 
siblings in other countries, but even to many of those 
who live in the United States! How lucky we are to have 
the option of attending or not attending sevices at a gay 
and lesbian synagogue, and of participating in the 
running of this congregation, imperfect though it may ee 
And, for many of us, how much easier life is made by the 
ability we often have to be out of the closet in this 
city; while we are still subject to prejudice, it is 
homophobia which is directed at us openly rather than 
that which we must suffer in silence. 

Yes, our lot is a goodly one, and our heritage 
beautiful. And to be able to share it with each other 
makes it even more so. Sha'ar Zahav gives us security in 
our identity as lesbian and gay Jews; that alone makes it 
worthwhile for me _ to put my energy into it. The addi- 
tional gifts I receive, those of friendship, intellectual 
stimulation, and Yiddishkeit, make up for the frustration 
and fatigue I sometimes feel. Despite the headaches, 
Sha'ar Zahav is worth it -- it is a medium through which 
I celebrate and give thanks for the privilege of being 
who I am. |

FROM WHERE I STAND ALLEN BENNETT 


There are times in our lives when we are confronted 
by questions which we would do almost anything to avoid 
having to answer. A typical question involves the 
principle of self-sacrifice. 

Jews have never’ lived in a time when the issue of 
self-sacrifice was not personal and important. And we at 
Sha'ar Zahav are no different. Yet we sometimes ask 
ourselves if we haven't been asked to give more than our - 
fair share, if we haven't been dunned for too much and 
too often. 

I sense that as we face the onslaught of the arrival 
of the Cuban refugees, knowing that we shall be asked to 

help in their resettlement, many of us are saying that it 

> is time to draw the line. We ourselves are faced with 
Our own problems: employment difficulties, inflation, 
housing shortages and high rent. Why should we encourage 
others to come to the City when there doesn't seem to be 
enough to go around for ourselves? 

I believe that the answer is clear enough, if we are 
not too blind to see it. I, for one, will not be counted 
among those who turned their backs on the Jews of the 
1940's who died at the hands of Nazis and their collabo- 
rators (those who did nothing to stem the tide of 
Slaughter). It is not enough to avoid doing harm. We 
are required to offer assistance where and when we can. 
And we are reminded of the passage from Exodus, “Remember 
the stranger, for you were strangers in the land of 
Egypt." 

It would be far better for us to ask the question of 
how we might help, rather than to ask if we must help. 

Now that this year's Gay Freedom Day Parade and 
Celebration is behind us, with its theme of Liberty and 
Justice for All, how fast will we forget that we include 
in that "all" anyone from anywhere who is not free. 
Freedom is not just for those who can walk down Market 
Street in San Francisco. And we who have been denied 
true freedom for so long can surely appreciate the 
importance of helping to make real freedom available to 

mour Gay and Lesbian Cuban brothers and sisters. Let's 
hake our rhetoric into an action item on _ our life 
agendas. Let's pitch in and lend a hand to our newly 
arrived friends.

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SHA'AR ZAHAV AIDS GAY AND LESBIAN CUBAN REFUGEES 


Sha'ar Zahav is participating in the Bay Area 
coalition of gay and lesbian organizations in aiding the 
Cuban gay and lesbian refugees. | 

The aid program is being coordinated by the 
Metropolitan Community Church to assist in settling 2,000 
to 3,000 refugees in the Bay Area. 

Speaking at Sha'ar Zahav Rev. Robert M. Falls, 
Pastor of San Francisco MCC and coordinator of the 
refugee program said, "The gay and lesbian community can 
rely on its energies and talents to support and provide 
for its own." 

The Refugee Program's most immediate concern is 
obtaining sponsors for the refugees who are still 
detained in temporary resettlement camps. & 

Individual sponsors or group sponsorship is needed 
to provide housing, food, and a separate bed for a 
commitment of up to six months. This time period will 
enable the refugee to locate his or her own housing and 
employment. Sponsorship also entails the willingness to 
assist the refugee in obtaining employment, learning 
English, finding housing, and generally assimilating the 
refugee into the community. 

Sha'ar Zahav has taken the responsibility for 
furnishing a flat where unsponsored refugees may stay for 
several days to aid them in their transition to San 
Francisco. 

Scott Chase has been named Sha'ar Zahav liaison to 
the Refugee Program. He urgently requests the donation 
Of mattresses, bed linens, blankets, towels, kitchen 
utensils, clothing, and, of course, money. All of the 
donations are tax deductible. |

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FROM THE BIBLE 


Among the many individual prophets named in the Old 
Testament covering the 10th and 9th century B.C.E. two 
stand out in particular; Nathan in the time of David and 
Solomon, and Elijah (qv) in the reign of Ahab. 

Nathan's severe indictment of David for adultery and 
murder ( II Samuel 12) and Elijah's denunciation of Ahab 
for the theft of Naboth's vineyard (I Kings 21), reveal 
the prophetic understanding of the sovereign authority of 
God over the highest of human authorities. These denun- 
ciations also display another fundamental concern of the 
prophets: the God of Israel will not tolerate oppression 
of the weak by the strong. Abuse of power is repugnant to 

rn it is at once an attack upon God's sovereignty and a 
wWrefusal to live a responsible and righteous life under the 
yoke of God's laws. 

The authority with which the prophets spoke was accept- 
ed and understood. King David once thought to build a great 
Temple in Jerusalem. He asked Nathan for his judgement; first 
Nathan said “yes", then "no", Each time David took his ad- 
vise. Nathan’s word carried a force not his own. 

Hearing of King David's sin with Bathsheba, Nathan 
came boldly into court and recited a little parable: 

“There were two men in one city; the one 

rich and the other poor. The rich man had 

exceeding many flocks and herds. But the 

poor man had nothing, save one little ewe 

Tamb, which he had bought and nourished ups 

and it grew up together with him and with 

his children;... And there came a traveler 

unto the rich man, and he spared to take of 

his own flock and his own herd, to dress for 

the wayfaring man...but took the poor man's 

lamb, and dressed ite..." ( II Samuel 1231-4) 
David blazed with anger, knowing that Nathan was greatly 
chastizing him. Clearly he was the "rich man" of the par- 
able, and his behavior was black in Nathan's eyes. But 
Nathan was undaunted even by royal anger, Fearless, he 

| eveled a long and terrible finger at David's eyess "Thou 
 @t the man”, he shouted (II Samuel 12:7). David trembeled, 

repented, and confessed. Merciless, Nathan proclaimed three 
prophecies of doom as penalties for sins his child by Bath- 
sheba should die, his wives be dishonered, and the sword

should never leave his house. As it was prophesied it came 
to pass. | 
Gaunt unyielding Mathan is both inspiration and warn- 
ing to all those prophets since who have allowed them= | 
selves to be chained to the chariot wheels of state. There

HOLOCAUST SURVIVORS TO MEET 


What started as a dream nearly four decades ago is 
becoming a reality. The dream was to survive and some 
day to gather together to make the world listen. 

This reality is taking form with the World Gathering 
of Holocaust Survivors who are planning to meet in Israel, 
during June of 1981. 

Ernest W. Michel, executive vice-president of the 
United Jewish Appeal-Federation of Jewish Philanthropies, 
is chair of the executive committee for the event. 

Michel said, "This is strictly a survivor's event. 
It isn't sponsored by any organization. It won't result 
in any organization. It is a once-in-an-era happening. 
We survivors will gather in one body, speak in one voice 
- not to mourn or cry, but to express in our survival the 
power of the Jewish people, and to leave a testament to 
future generations." 

The June date coincides with the 36th anniversary of 
the liberation of the concentration camps. "The number 
36, of course, represents double chai or life," Michel 
added. 

Planning and administration of the event is being 
handled by the survivors who have set up the office of 
the World Gathering of Holocaust Survivors, c/o World 
Jewish Congress, One - Park. Avenue, Suite 418, New York, 
New York, 10016. ) . |

and memorial service at Yad Vashem, then a march of the 
survivors through the streets of Jerusalem to the Western 
Wall.
